“This is unsustainable, unbearable,” said Brenda Pe- 
rez of Centro del Pueblo. “I cannot listen to more ‘sorry’ 
from you and the Police Department. I need action.” 

Perez said Arcata can’t be regarded as a sanctuary city 
with the campaign of harassment continuing. She invit- 
ed the council to pitch in and help clean the garden to- 
day, Wednesday, June 14, from 3 to 5 p.m. 

“Shame on every one of you,” Perez told the council. 
She called the attacks a “public health crisis.” 

Others expressed concern for the personal safety of 
people of color and demanded that the council act deci- 
sively to protect the garden and its users. 

Following comments, Mayor Sarah Schaefer advised 
that $5,000 from the 2023/2024 budget be directed to 
Centro del Pueblo for garden security, with agreement by 
the rest of the council. Details will be worked out by city 
staff and the group. 

Centro del Pueblo issued a Call to Action to occur pri- 
or to the next council meeting on June 21. Participants 
are asked to bring signs and letters of support, and gath- 
er at 5:30 p.m. at the Sanctuary Garden, 630 11th St., 
with a march to City Hall for the 6 p.m. council meeting.

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Cannabis collapse hits county budget, forcing cost-cutting measures

HUMBOLDT —- With higher 
staffing costs and reductions in rev- 
enue, Humboldt County’s budget 
has a lot less leeway for funding 
services. 

Reviewed by the Board of Su- 
pervisors at its June 6 meeting, the 
$578 million draft budget for the 
upcoming fiscal year is affected by 
the downturn of the county’s can- 
nabis industry. 

A cannabis excise tax suspension 
will continue through the next fiscal 
year and a downturn in commercial 
sales of cannabis and agricultural 
supplies is part of an overall drop in 
sales tax revenue. 

Sales of building supplies are 
also down, contributing to the sales 
tax revenue decline. 

County General Fund revenue is

projected to decrease by 17 percent. 
Measure Z public safety sales tax 
revenue is estimated at about $12 
million for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1 and that’s a drop of almost $2 
million from the current year. 

Supervisors are considering a 
variety of cost-cutting measures. 

There’s less room for funding 
new Measure Z projects as 91 per- 
cent of it is used to sustain previ- 
ously-funded county positions and 
services. Supervisor Mike Wilson 
said belt-tightening should have 
been done earlier. 

Board Chair Steve Madrone 
agreed and noted that the Measure Z 
Advisory Committee recommended 
doing just that about three years ago. 

“You pointed out that sooner or 
later — and it looks like sooner — we 
were going to be using up all the 
Measure Z money for these fixed 
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accounts,” he said to the committee 
members in the audience. 

He added, “It was really our 
board that failed to act and respond 
to that.” 

Supervisor Rex Bohn acknowl- 
edged that the need for Measure Z 
funding has grown while costs have 
risen but he suggested the current 
struggles may be transitory, as sales 
tax revenue has “ticked up just a 
hair” in the most recent quarter. 

“There are some bright spots in 
the future, in 10 years we'll have 
wind (energy) and trails and ev- 
erything else,” he continued. “But 
right now, everybody’s gonna have 
to take a hit.” 

Staff recommendations for the 
budget include a reduction of over $7 
million for road projects and the coun- 
ty’s road fund is ending the current fis- 
cal year $15.7 million in the red. 


So the fund will still have a neg- 
ative balance even if federal sourc- 
es pay out $11.4 million owed for 
emergency road repair funding. 

A particularly uncertain aspect 
of the county’s economic future is 
the status of the cannabis industry. 

It’s been helped by the excise 
tax suspension but during a pub- 
lic comment period, Natalynne 
DeLapp of the Humboldt Coun- 
ty Growers Alliance said a mix of 
“over-supply, over-regulation and 
over-taxation” continues to drive a 
cannabis industry decline. 

“It’s having a direct impact on 
our economy, as evidenced by shut- 
tered businesses in Eastern and 
Southern Humboldt — overall tax- 
able sales tax rates are down 10 per- 
cent on average in Humboldt Coun- 
ty,” she continued. 

DeLapp added that there’s a “gi- 
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VALLEY WEST — West 
Village Studios, a Dan- 
co-led transformation 
of Valley West’s former 
1969-vintage Red Roof 
Inn, is up, running and ac- 
cepting tenants.

Clary said the dust posed a hazard to 
the busy area and its users. “The 
ties, ballast and soil under railroad 
tracks and the soil around them are 
well established to be saturated with 
long-lasting and dangerous chemi- 
cals including everything from re- 
productive toxins such as deadly di- 
oxin, creosote and_ polycyclic 
aromatic hydrocarbons which 
should not be distributed within the 
neighboring environment,” she said 
in a press advisory. 

Clary said she was “shocked” to 
see the amount of dust being blown 
around by the demolition, and reg- 
istered her concerns at City Hall 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Environmental Services Direc- 
tor Emily Sinkhorn said the project 
had observed standard protocols for 
dust abatement, with the excavated

railroad ties disposed of as hazard- 
ous material. Nonetheless, city street 
maintenance personnel met at the 
site and stepped up their efforts to 
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keep the dust down. Thursday, ad- 
ditional water was used to capture 
dust, but Sinkhorn said that was lim- 
ited by stipulations in the project’s 


gantic unknown” for the cannabis 
industry next year, as a ballot mea- 
sure, the Humboldt County Canna- 
bis Reform Initiative, is set for the 
March 2024 election. 

The ballot measure includes 
a variety of new restrictions that 
farmers oppose, including a 10,000 
square-foot limit on cultivation 
area size and a ban on expanding 
current farm operations. 

DeLapp said if it passes, “I don’t 
know if you'll even have a viable, 
taxable industry.” 

Supervisors approved some of the 
draft budget’s spending and fund 
transfer proposals along with prelim- 
inary cost-cutting measures such as 
authorizing voluntary staff furloughs. 

Additional actions will be taken 
during public hearings on June 12. 
The budget is set for adoption on 
June 27.

“My interest concerns the health 
and safety of the community where 
the office of Californians for Alterna- 
tives to Toxics has been based for de- 
cades, and especially for local youth 
who unknowingly may be exposed via 
the air and their shoes and clothing 
to dust and potentially to toxic chem- 
icals at the site,” Clary said. “Future 
efforts to tear up track and ties and 
cap the remains of toxic material at a 
minimum should be conducted with 
greater sensitivity to the surround- 
ing environment and the people in it. 
Dust, even when not involving toxic 
chemicals, cannot legally be released 
from a work site.” 

Sinkhorn said the completed proj- 
ect will address complaints from citi- 
zens and improve connectivity in the 
area. “It’s helpful to have community 
groups offer oversight,” she said. 


Incorporation | Financial feasibility ‘promising’ 
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data about incorporation, it 
ultimately recommends that 
a full fiscal analysis be com- 
pleted to determine whether 
incorporation is feasible. 

“The literature suggests 
the community should ex- 
pect both start-up and on-go- 
ing expenses to support city 
operations, which would 
need to be financed through 
a combination of new taxes, 
debt, or existing tax revenue 
shared with the County of 
Humboldt,”the study states. 
“The transition to becoming 
a city is not always smooth 
and can give rise to interju- 
risdictional conflicts. How- 
ever, if McKinleyville were 
to incorporate, residents are 
likely to see improvements 
in public services through 
greater local representation 
and control. The community 
would have greater capacity 
to protect natural and cul- 
tural resources. The litera- 
ture suggests that property 
values and other economic 
activities are likely to in- 
crease.” 

The Cal Poly team con- 
sulted with the incorpora- 
tion subcommittee on the 
types of services a McKin- 
leyville municipality would 
provide. 

“As a general rule, mem- 
bers consulted for this por- 
tion of the study envisioned 
a limited, as opposed to a 
full-service, city,” the study 
states. “A limited service 
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municipality typically pro- 
vides only a few essential 
services to its residents, such 
as police protection, plan- 
ning services, and perhaps 
some basic recreational fa- 
cilities. Often these cities 
rely on neighboring munic- 
ipalities, special districts, or 
the county for other services 
like water and sewer, public 
transportation, and other 
social services.” 

The study suggests that 
the McKinleyville Commu- 
nity Services District remain 
as the provider of sewer and 
water service. However, 
streetlights, park and recre- 
ation responsibilities would 
be handed over to the new 
city government, 

“One initial vision for the 
City of McKinleyville sees 
the city responsible for pub- 
lic protection with respect 
to accident investigations, 
traffic control, and other law 
enforcement activities,” the 
study states. “The City would 
also assume all community 
planning activities including 
the establishing of building 
codes and enforcements, as 
well as enacting local zon- 
ing and land use rules. Park 
grounds and recreation fa- 
cilities would be transferred 
from the MCSD to the new 
City. Additionally, the City 
would assume Street Light- 
ing from MCSD under this 
plan as well. Ownership and 
maintenance of public roads 
within the jurisdictional area 
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would be transferred from 
the County to the new City.” 

The study looked at oth- 
er cities in California that 
are similar in size to McKin- 
leyville. 

“Based on the compara- 
tive methodology, the initial 
assessment suggests that 
the financial feasibility of 
municipal incorporation ap- 
pears promising,” the study 
states. “After analyzing 57 
California cities of a com- 
parable population size, the 
data suggests that McKin- 
leyville could operate with 
its own governance and 
funding structure, especial- 
ly given its rapid popula- 
tion growth rate. However, 
more research and analysis 
are necessary before mak- 
ing any final decisions, and 
key assumptions such as the 
scope of the city operations, 
jurisdictional area, appro- 
priate mixture of taxes and 
rates, and economic growth 
projections will need to be 
documented.” 

One of the issues that has 
plagued every study ever 
done on incorporation is un- 
certainty of how a “revenue 
neutrality” law would play 
out if McKinleyville were to 
become a city. 

“Further, we feel revenue 
neutrality will be a critical 
component to determine 
whether the incorporation 
of a new municipality will be 
feasible. The goal of revenue 
neutrality is to ensure that 
the transfer of revenues and 
expenditures between the 
County and the new munici- 
pality is ‘substantially equal’ 
and that there is no fiscal 
harm to the County because 
of the incorporation,” the 
study states. “This requires 
determining the calculation 
methods and coming to an 
agreement between all par- 
ties involved, including the 
County, affected agencies, 
and the MMAC. If there is no 
agreement, the final decision 
will be made by the LAFCo. 
The revenue neutrality pro- 
cess can be one of the most 
important and challenging 
hurdles of the incorporation 
process.”

Report | Says McK has ‘no elected government’ 
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later than Oct. 1, 2024. 
The Grand Jury invited the 
MCSD to respond to its re- 
port. 

The Grand Jury report 
describes McKinleyville as 
“an unincorporated commu- 
nity — it has no elected gov- 
ernment with a City Council 
that answers directly to the 
citizens. Much of its future 
is guided by the County of 
Humboldt and the Board 
of Supervisors, only one of 
whom is elected by the resi- 
dents of McKinleyville.” 

However, McKinleyville 
does have an elected gov- 
ernment and an agency that 
provides city-like services — 
the MCSD. 

The district, which has 
a board elected by McKin- 
leyville residents, provides 
water, sewer, streetlights, 
open space maintenance, 
parks and recreation in the 
unincorporated community. 
It also owns the local library 
building and Sheriffs Office 
building and has projected 
expenditures of more than 
$11 million for the current 
fiscal year. 

The County of Humboldt 
has jurisdiction over land 
use planning, road mainte- 
nance and police protection 
(Humboldt County Sheriffs 
Office) in McKinleyville. 

MCSD Manager Kaspari 
told the board that any study 
that looks at incorporation 
needs to look at how existing 
MCSD services would be in- 
tegrated into a new munici- 
pality. The study also needs 
to include the district’s debt 
obligations. 

“Obviously, MCSD _ has 
substantial concerns about 
any structural changes that 
could compromise its obliga- 
tions to ratepayers,” Kaspari 
said. 

He noted that in prepar- 
ing the report, the Grand 
Jury did not interview any 
of the MCSD’s senior staff or 
board members. 

“That’s problematic for 
us,” said Director Dennis 
Mayo. 

Why incorporate? 

Also at its June 7 meeting, 
the MCSD board received 
a report on the process of 
incorporating from Colette 
Metz-Santsche, executive 
officer of the Local Agen- 


cy Formation Commission 
(LAFCo). That agency over- 
sees boundary changes, ex- 
tensions of services and the 
creation of new districts in 
Humboldt County. 

In a PowerPoint presen- 
tation, Metz-Santsche ex- 
plained some of the reasons 
for incorporation, including 
giving resident local control 
over land use planning, pro- 
viding additional services 
and capturing revenues 
from local, state and feder- 
al sources that can then be 
spent locally. 

Some of the services that 
city residents could receive 
include “law enforcement/ 
animal control, fire pro- 
tection, libraries, parks & 
recreation, roads/drainage, 
public transit, lighting & 
landscaping, water, sewers, 
solid waste and recycling, 
planning and building, and 
more...” 

A city could provide all 
these services, or it could 
contract with special dis- 
tricts. So the MCSD could 
become part of a City of 
McKinleyville, or it could re- 
main independent. 

More data and studies 

The first step in incorpo- 
ration is to conduct a prelim- 
inary feasibility study, which 
is what the Grand Jury is 
recommending. 

The Grand Jury did not 
put a price estimate on 
preparing such a_ study, 
but MCSD Director Den- 
nis Mayo said it could be 
$250,000. Mayo said he was 
concerned about the County 
of Humboldt spending this 
kind of money at this time. 
He also called the deadline 
for preparing a study arbi- 
trary. 

There are other efforts 
to gather information. The 
McKinleyville Municipal 
Advisory Committee (McK- 
MAC) formed a McKin- 
leyville Incorporation Explo- 
ration Subcommittee, which 
meets the third Wednesday 
of every month from 4 to 6 
p.m. in the McKinleyville 
Community Services District 
Conference Room, 1656 Sut- 
ter Rd. 

When the subcommittee 
meets on Wednesday, June 
21, it will discuss and devel- 
op responses to the Grand 
Jury report. The subcom- 


mittee will also review pro- 
posed boundary maps for a 
proposed city. 

A group of Cal Poly Hum- 
boldt students, led by Asso- 
ciate Professor Josh Zender, 
recently completed a study 
looking at incorporation. 
(See article, page 1.) 

Fifth District Supervi- 
sor Steve Madrone told the 
MCSD that the county has 
been tracking its revenues 
and expenditures in McKin- 
leyville and that information 
should be available within a 
few weeks. 

“We're starting to get 
some really good data, some 
factual data,” Madrone said. 

Madrone said there are 
three possible scenarios that 
the data could reveal about 
McKinleyville — the coun- 
ty loses money in McKin- 
leyville, breaks even or 
makes money. 

Petition, voting 

If a feasibility study de- 
termines that incorporation 
is viable, then the communi- 
ty will need to decide wheth- 
er to move forward with the 
process. 

This could be done with 
a petition signed by 25 per- 
cent of the registered voters 
in town, or by a resolution 
passed by the County of 
Humboldt or the MCSD. 

Then the matter would go 
to LAFCo, a seven-member 
commission that could ap- 
prove or deny the request to 
incorporate. 

If approved by LAFCo, 
incorporation would then 
appear on a ballot for voters 
to decide. The ballot would 
include the decision wheth- 
er to incorporate along with 
candidates for the new city 
council along with any asso- 
ciated tax levies. More than 
50 percent of voters would 
need to approve of incorpo- 
ration for McKinleyville to 
become a city.

"Paying 
babysitters was not an option, the 
chickens were built in baby sitters. 
Mom would give us eggs to make 
mud pies." Ross Miller agreed. "I 
was eight and got dropped off at the 
potato fields with a sack lunch to 
pull mustard weeds." 


Sundberg added to that, "We 
didn't have a lot of labor force so 
our parents used us. I was seven or 
eight and my dad modified the gas 
pedal on the potato truck with a 
block of wood and baling twine so I 
could drive it." 

Scott Miller weighed in with a hi- 
larious story involving the conveyer 
belt on the truck. 

At one point in the interview, the 
family members were all asking the 
questions of each other. There was 
so much great material that next 
week's article will focus on that his- 
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tory, including the locally famous 
roadside egg dispenser, where 30 
to 60 dozen eggs were sold daily 
and just why there is still an empty 
whiskey bottle hanging in the origi- 
nal barn.

Mac is one of our dogs that came 
in with heartworm, a parasite that is 
carried by mosquitos and is some- 
what more prevalent in the warmer 
areas of Humboldt County. Heart- 
worm is starting to show up on the 
coast as well; now is a good time to 
get your dog tested and started on 
heartworm preventative before the 
warmer days of summer and par- 
ticularly if you like to travel inland 
with your pup. The prevention is 
much cheaper than the treatment! 


Fortunately for Mac, the Emer- 
gency Medical Fund will cover his 
treatment. What he needs now is 
kind folks to open their hearts and 
home to him for his treatment. 
The time commitment is about two 
months. The treatment kills the 
parasites and after that the proto- 
col is to avoid high excitement that 
would raise the dog’s heart rate and 
send the dead parasites around in 
the bloodstream. Leashed walks 
and cuddling are encouraged! 


The shelter is not a great envi- 
ronment for a dog that is trying to 


avoid excitement so Mac’s treat- 
ment is on hold until a foster steps 
up. Could that be you? 

Another dog that is popular with 
our newer volunteers for her nice 
leash manners is lovely Lola. She 
has such a pretty face with her eager 
expression and cute stand-up ears! 

Lola is a pleasure to walk and has 
an easy-going, sweet temperament. 
She is happy, friendly, and wonder- 
ful company and has consistently 
been used as an intro dog to new 
volunteers for their first time walk- 
ing a dog. 

Lola has had some sleepovers 
outside of the shelter and had the 
opportunity to show off her nice 
house manners. She is about two 
years old and weighs in at around 
55 pounds. We all adore Lola and 
cannot wait to see her adopted. Lola 
could also be considered for foster. 

Mac n’ Cheese and Lola are cur- 
rently residing at the Humboldt 
County Animal Shelter.

James (Jim) Thomas Alford, March, 1948 — April, 2023 


ure April 3, 2023, just after his 75th 

birthday. He was born in San Francisco 
and grew up in Hayward and Castro Valley. 
Jim was the Hayward High School Farm- 
er mascot (class of 1966). He was an out- 
reach worker for Glide Memorial Church 
in San Francisco’s Tenderloin after high 
school and became deeply involved in an- 
ti-war organizing. 

Jim married Barbara Brown in 1969 (died 
1973 from cystic fibrosis complications). 
They moved to Humboldt County in 1970 
at the behest of his Draft Board where Jim 
organized much good trouble. Jim had the 
option of moving at least 300 miles away or 
being prosecuted. 

Jim did whatever he could to make mon- 
ey during the early years in Humboldt, end- 
ing with management of Katy’s Smokehouse 
in Trinidad in the 1980s. He tried to start a 
Farmers Market in Eureka about 1975. He 
was involved in Humboldt County progres- 
sive organizing and worked at the Open 
Door Clinic as a Vista Volunteer where he 
and others outfitted a bus as a clinic and 
served Southern Humboldt County. 

Jim’s political organizing was reignit- 
ed when Wesley Chesbro asked Jim to work 
on his campaign for Arcata City Council 
in 1974. Jim went on to manage Chesbro’s 
campaigns for County Supervisor and in 
1998 Jim played a key role in helping Wesley 


J im Alford passed away from heart fail- 


Chesbro win election to the California State 
Senate. 

Tom Hayden spoke in Humboldt County 
after his 1976 primary for U.S. Senator while 
organizing the statewide Campaign for Eco- 
nomic Democracy (CED. Jim attended, met 
others in the organization, and was inspired 
to organize Humboldt County CED. Jim 
subsequently ran campaigns for other Hum- 
boldt County supervisor races (Eric Hed- 
lund, Alan Katz), McKinleyville Community 
Services District (Barbara Mendenhall in 
1981, others later), an initiative to ban her- 
bicide spraying along county roads, and the 
Assembly 1984 (Dan Hauser). After helping 
Eric Hedlund get elected, Jim served as his 
appointee to the Humboldt County Planning 
Commission. 

Jim was recruited in 1985 to work for 
Willie Brown in the Speaker’s Office of Ma- 
jority Services and moved to Sacramento. 
Jim’s second wife, Barbara Mendenhall 
(married in 1977), joined him a year lat- 
er. Jim worked for Majority Services until 
2006, frequently going off state payroll and 
leading numerous campaigns to elect Dem- 
ocrats to the Assembly in the Imperial Val- 
ley, San Diego, San Joaquin Valley, Bay Area 
and North Coast. He also worked on local 
races in numerous communities. 

Jim’s specialty was voter registration and 
getting out the vote. His work made the dif- 
ference in many close Democratic races. His 


volunteer and paid voter registration drives 
throughout the state registered millions of 
Californians, many of them first time voters. 
While with the legislature he was instrumen- 
tal in developing California’s initial plan for 
responding to a pandemic emergency. 

In 2002 Jim started the field botany pro- 
gram at Sacramento City College and contin- 
ued at Sac State, earning a B.S. degree. He 


tutored and mentored younger students and 
enjoyed working as a student assistant with 
professors. He attended and presented stu- 
dent posters at annual meetings of the Eco- 
logical Society of America. He subsequent- 
ly held several botanist positions. 

Jim Alford spent his life as a volunteer 
and paid organizer, political activist, poet- 
ry lover, natural history scholar, vegetable, 
flower and fruit gardener, native plant en- 
thusiast, health tracker, fisherman of almost 
every variety, cat lover, music fan, movie 
fan, birder, electronic gamer (conquer the 
world, build civilization genre) and ongoing 
community college student — most recent- 
ly focusing on literature of every era. His 
neighbors in Sacramento appreciate his pro- 
lific native flower garden each year. 

Jim is survived by Barbara Mendenhall, 
sister and brother-in-law Janet and Vince 
West and brother Dennis Alford.

FRIENDS OF THE DUNES 

LOLETA — On the morning of 
June 8 (World Ocean Day) about 
700 local students spent their 
school day caring for the coast 
during the 18th Annual Kids Ocean 
Day event at the Mike Thompson 
Wildlife Area, South Spit of the 
Humboldt Bay. After spending the 
day restoring dune habitat and 
picking up trash, students, teach- 
ers, and volunteers formed a giant 
image of a western snowy plover 
and nest with the message “Give Us 
A Chance.” The aerial art image was 
designed by Jess Barger, and cap- 
tured by drone pilot and photogra- 
pher Justin Legge. 

Friends of the Dunes and the 
Bureau of Land Management Ar- 
cata Field Office organize the Kids 
Ocean Day event locally with help 
from Watersheds Stewards Project 
and California State Parks Life- 
guards. Kids Ocean Day is part of a 
statewide Adopt-a-Beach program 
funded by the California Coastal 
Commission. Humboldt County’s 
event is one in a series of student 
cleanups and aerial art displays at 
five locations along the California 
Coast throughout late May and ear- 
ly June, leading up to World Ocean 
Day. 

Prior to these events, students 
receive classroom presentations 
highlighting the biodiversity of our 
coasts and ocean, highlighting the 
many benefits of healthy coastal 
ecosystems. Students also learn 
about human relationships with the 
natural world around us. As indi- 
viduals, we can make choices that 
lessen our environmental impact, 
such as reducing, reusing, and recy- 
cling. As a community, we can have 
an even larger positive impact. Kids 
Ocean Day is an annual celebra- 
tion and a day of action. At the five 
events along the California coast, 
over 7,500 students spent the day 
cleaning up litter and marine debris 
in an effort to keep our beaches, 
oceans, and waterways clean and 
healthy. In Humboldt, students fo- 
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cus on removing non-native, inva- 
sive plant species to create space for 
native biodiversity and cleaning up 
trash. 

“This year Kids Ocean Day lined 
up with World Ocean Day, so it’s 
a wonderful opportunity to really 
highlight how we are all connected 
to our ocean and coastal habitats,” 
said Emily Baxter, Friends of the 
Dunes education coordinator. “It’s 
an extraordinary opportunity to 
foster a connection between all of 
these students and our local envi- 
ronments through stewardship. It 
gives them a chance to help make 
a difference and to be part of the 
solution.” 

For this year’s event, we chose 
the image of a western snowy plover 
and its nest because this threatened 
species is an excellent indicator of 
healthy, thriving coastal environ- 
ments. The western snowy plover 
is a small ground-nesting shorebird 
that breeds on beaches and river 


bars from Baja to Washington. These 
birds face many challenges to breed- 
ing success, including nest predation 
by animals such as ravens, crows, 
and skunks, in addition to the loss 
of habitat. Snowy plovers have high- 
er breeding success in coastal areas 
with native vegetation, as opposed 
to beaches that have been invaded 
by non-native plant species such as 
European Beachgrass (Ammophila 
arenaria). But our message is not 
just about plovers. The “us” rep- 
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resents all nature, the kids forming 


the image, and future generations. 
The unhatched eggs represent hope 
for the future — a new opportunity 
to support healthy, thriving coastal 
environments. 

Restoration of our coastal dunes 
supports increased biodiversity of 
plant and animal life and increased 
resilience to sea level rise. When 
given a chance, kids are excited 
to step up and help care for these 
coastal environments that they love.
